Terence MacSwiney, Lord Mayor 
ot Cork, died at Brixton Prison, I^on- 
don, at 5:40 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing. HLs death followed a hunger- 
strike of more than seventy-three 
days, ecllitslng any in the annals ot 
the medical world. Tbe Uord Mayor, 
who baa been unconaetovs tor several 
daya, did not reoorar Ua teeultles 
before he died. IFaHher Dominic, bis 
private oba^^Ialn, and tale brother, 
John MacSwiney, were wMh him 
when the end came. VtAher Dominic 
was at the prison all night aad did 
not leave untlil' several hours after 
MacSwiney breathed hie last. John 
MacSwiney and the chaplain, who 
had been waiting downstairs in the 
prison, were told by prison otticiale 
at 4:S5 o'clock that they abould go 
to the Mayor'a bedside, ee tbey 
thought death waa approaeblag. The 
brother aakad tor ua prtvllese of 
communicating with other ralativea 
who were not preaent, but'tbe offi- 
cials refused Um tlto use ot a tele- 
phone. After the prisoner's death 
his brother and the chaplain were 
not permitted to leave Brixton 
Prison until 6:15 o'clock. John Mac- 
Swiney immediately conveyed word 
to the widow of the Lord Mayor, 
who was staying at a West Bud 
hatei. Mm. MacSwiney, aoeompan- 
ied by her parants end Miaaaa Annie 
and Mary MaaSwtaey,' sistem of the 
Tx>rd BUiyor, arrived at Brixton 
Prison at 9:10 o'clock. 

As soon as the news oit the Lord 
Mayor's death began to spi«ad 
through the city small knots ot peo- 
ple began moving toward Brixton 
Prison . The 1)01100, however, did not 
allow anyone to move Into the street 
leading to the prison entrance, keep- 
ing the people movtex so that a 
crorwd would not form. Fears bad 
pi«Tlonsly been ezprssasd that tbe 
I.x>rd Mayor'a death mlcbt cauee a 
demonatration at tbe prtsoo. The 
MacSwiney family arranged during 
the morning for the removal ot the 
body from the prison to St George's 
Cathedral in Ijondon aa soon as the 
Inquest was eo4«d. The body will 
He In state there until It Is taken to 
Dublin, where it Is planned to place 
the body for a day or two In the 
Mansion House. ^ 

When one ot the offidals was 
asked Monday regardii^ Mrs. Mac- 
Bwlney's absence from tbe bedside 
when death oesnrred be replied by 
eaying the rsstr lotions wblc;b were 
recently impoead upon the Visits ot 



relatives were urged by tte attend- 
ing iphyalolans as vital to the prison- 
er's own Interests. 

A friend of the MacSwiney family, 
who accompanied Mrs. MacSwiney 
when she visited Brixton Prison this 
morning. Bald the Lord Mayor's tele- 
gram of October 18 to the Cork hun- 
ger strikers, with reference to the 
death of tbe hunger strikier, Mlohael 
Pitsgaratd. (a Cork Jail, in wbleb be 
referred to Pttsgerald as bairtng died 
for his country and joined tbe im- 
mortals, characterized the family's 
attitude. "Mrs. MacSwlnsy aad tbe 
Lord Mayor's sisters, Annie and 
Mary, who were not present when" 
the end came, entered the cell, kiss- 
ed the Mayor's cheek, knelt silently 
in prayer a few moments and then 
left," the trieod itaid. "There was 
not a tsar shed by the Mayoress, 
who prasarrad the aame.stoicel self- 
poaseaahm sAie ba« ahoii^ tbraavheat 
the loog ordeal." 

The death ot Lqrd Mayor Mac- 
Swiney was the th«t ot an Irish hun- 
ger striker to occur In Bngland. 
Just a week ago. on the occasion ot 
the death ot Michael Fitzgerald, one 
of the eleven hunger strikers in the 
Cork Jail, the T^^irrl Mayor tele- 
graphed; "Wf Know who Is 
to be the seconu lu axi-it in the path 
6t immortality, bat by offering un- 
reserved saeritlce we are aategvard- 
ioc tbe desttalea of Iraiaad." 

Tbe news ot bw deadi wraad rap- 
faUy throughout the United Kingdom 
and preparations for a great funeral 
were immediately begun by the Sinn 
Fein. The plans, contingent upon 
Government approval. Included the 
body lying In state in St. George's 
Cathedral in Londou and the Mau- 
sion Hoose 4n Dublin >in<\ .t series ot 
services en Mute from Dublin to 
Cork. 

Similar plans were made some 

time a«o wb^ it appeared that the 
Lord Mayor was about to die, and It 
is known that at that time the Oov- 
smment took steps to repress what 
It might consider any undue demon- 
stration. Just what the attitude ot 
the Oovemment will be in tho pres- 
ent case is not known, but It ap 
peared certain that no large denum- 
stration ot any kind would be sane- 
tloaed either In Bngland or in tfe* 
land and that the fnneraA probably 
would be controlled as was that of 
Miebael FlUgerald in Cork recently. 

Taraaee MacSwiney, although only 
forty Tsan old at tbe time ot his 



death, like so, many other leaders of 
the Republican moremeot In Ireland, 
combined with bis polttloal abilHy 
a number of other dlverfUfled tal- 
fi\is. While »ti'l a very young man 
he publlshe^l sevpral volnnie.s of 
voi-sp. of (lram;i and i)rosc e«(Ray8L 
He edite<l a weekly newspaper called 
Flanna Fall until It was suppressed 
by the British Oovemment. Bom in 
Cork City, as a boy and In young 
malibood be was idanttfled w<lth the 
majontty ot the movements in Ire- 
luid— Htarary, linguistic and politi- 
cal — which had as their, object the 
complete dissociation of the Irish 
from EnglLsh rule. Ho was an ar- 
dent member of the Gaeli<! lycacuo. 
whose primary object was to make 
Ireland Irish-speaking. 

The Lord Mayor of Cork was e<lu- 
eated at the Christian Brothers' 
Schools, Cork City, and later obtain- 
ed degreee of Bachelor ot Arts from 
the Royal Untvaraky ot Iraiaad and 
Master ot Arts from the Natkmai 
Univeraity. He was also a graduate 
of the London School of Economics 
and held a traveling professorship 
of economies and kindred subjects 
under the Oepartment of Tsebnical 
Instruction for Ireland. 

In 1917 he married ^^u^iel Mur- 
phy, the daughter ot Countess Mur- 
phy, ot ^V>fk Olty. In December, 
1918, be was elected representative 
for Mid-Cork constituency to Dail 
Btreann. In 1919 he was elected 
Councillor of the Municipality of 
Cork, and following the death of 
Lord Mayor MacCurtaln he was 
unanimoaoliy electefl to flucc%?>d him 
on March 30. 1920. Ijord Mayor 
MacSwiney is survived by his wife, 
his daughter Maire, not yet two 
years of ago, by his two sisters, Mary 
and Aanie, and bis brother John in 
Irsland, by a brotbar Peter resident 
in New York City, and two other 
alsters, ona In a eooTsat la NMlb 
Carolina and tlie otber ta a eoaveat 
lR Tokio, Mipaa. 

Lord Mayer MaaSwIaey^ grave 
will be alongside that of hie official 
nredecesivor. ivord Mayor Thomas 
MacChirfa.ln, who was shot In his 
own home in Cork on March 20. 
MacSwiney will be the fourth to be 
bnried in this plot, the others being 
MaaOnrtafn. Shea m us MeQuMe, who 
was taken out of bed in bla Oalway 
bone and abet, aad Jsremlah Mc- 
Nesty, who participated in the ISaater 
uprising in Dublin in 1916. These 
arraa«eaient8 are eontingant upon 



the possibility of governmental In- 
terference. The progress of the fu- 
neral party from Dublin to Cork will 
be marked by a series ot services at 
aM the populous centers en route. 
Final obsequies will be held in Cork 
Cathedral aad interment will be 
made la St Fin Barr'a Ccoietory In 
Coie. Tbe crave In wbleb Mac- 
Swinmr wUl be bnrled la known aa 
"RepubHoaa plot," wbleb baa bean 
reserved for Irish Kirtlonallst sol- 
diers. 

In Cork feverish Interest in T<ossi- 
ble developments caused by the 
death of Ix)rd .Mayor MacSwiney in 
Ilrlxtoo Prison Is mingled with the 
grief in which his death has plunged 
South Ireland. Ailthough the people 
appear atirred to tbe highest degree 
ot bKtemesa, It la regarded aa ex- 
tremely improbable that there yAU 
be any outbreaks or diaorderly dean 
onstrattons in tbla atty. 

Cork Jell, where a number of hun- 
ger strikers are In a grave condi- 
tion. Is guarded Inside and out by 
soldiers equipped with machine guns. 
There Is an exceptionally large gar- 
rison here. It Is equLpiped for any 
•ventnainiea, has a number ot tanks 
and armored cars and ts ready ^r 
Instant service. Military toroes are 
•o strong that U Ab oonsldared lip- 
probable that any attempt at force 
Will be made here. 

It is understood the Irish Partla- 
ment has be«n making appeals to all 
elements of the population to refrain 
from violence. This is al-so believed 
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oocNXBT vin»nt martial law.

Time and again the opponents of

SAVE BECKHAM 



OABBTB MnarrBCtHMMi. 



Judge Thomas F. Ulley, of Boe- 
ton. who closod his tour of Ken- 
lucky this wpt-k in the interewt of 
the Democratic ticket, made a spe- 
cial appaal to Iriahm< n and Iriah- 
AmerlMUM to anpvort the Democratic 
nomlneea and endorse the League of 
Natlona. Judge RUey eontendied that 
ofaiy through the League of Naitlone 
would Ireland receive any oonaidera- 
tion. In prefacing his remarks the 
speaker told of his loh^ and earnest 
efforts In behalf of the Irish oaune, 
and th;it for many years he had de- 
voted his time and energies in de- 
t>iitlnK hclore legiBlativo committees 
and others the Juatice of Erin's 
clatma, and at some time or another 
had spoken In nearly every State In 
the Union at an Irish or Irish-Amer- 
ican gathering. Judge Riley'* plea 
wao made eapeelaUy to Irtab and 
Iriab-Amerlcan voters and in part 
waa na tolknra: 

/Irelaiid't eanee is won. It only 
It can be'jfot into the duly organlRed 
world court of public opinion, the 
judgment of that court wiil carry 
even a^inet Toi-y British statft-nman- 
shlp or Ulster oppoeltion. Reason 
will vindicate every move and effort 
of Ireland's almost thousand years 
of fighting, whether inwtbe form of 
COoooell'a pleas, ParnEH'a obstruc- 
tions, RiB^nraod's edueatloDal 0%n^ 
paigns, or in the Moody aacrittoes of 
her glorious line of political masters 
from Emmet t6 Fearae and Mac- 
Swlney. 'And here Is the point of 
the whole question. It must be 
heard by the lyeaguo of Nations. 
There is un other constituted trib- 
unal. Th«M'«> now is no other way of 
ap|>ealing to world public cvplnlon. 
It will be of no avail to press this 
question anywhere else or to any 
other way. President Wilson saya: 

"*'My potion on the subleet of 
self-determination for Ireland ta ex- 
pressed in Article XI. of the oore- 
nani. in 'which I may sagr I was par- 
ticularly iQtereeted 1>eoause it seems 
to me necessary to the peace and 
fre<'dom of the worild that a forum 
siionld 111' rirati'd through which all 
tile j)eoplen could bring aay matter 
wliich was likely to affect the peace 
unil free<lom of the world.' 

"Article XI., to which the Presi- 
dent refers. Is as lollo<ws, in part: 

" It te Also daclarad to bo the 
friendly right of each membor of the 
league to bring ,to the attention of 
the assembly or of the council any 
circumstance whatever, affecting In- 
tom*tienal relation, which threatens 
to disturli lntem«tiona'l r^'ac*' or the 
Rood iincN'i-slundinL' lu'twet'n the na- 
tions upon wliich pea'i' ilciXMuls.' 

• Nolxiily will deny liial llx- Irish 
(liiesiion l.s u matter which threatens 
to dlaturb'the good understanding 
l>etween ^eat Britain and the 
United fltotss, It His already pols- 
oo«d the reUMoOs between the two 
countries and has become the eourc<> 
of 88 much trouble in American poli- 
tics as In British polltloe. Article 
XI. was Inserted In the covenant for 
such contlngenclee, and the United 
Slates, if it were a member of the 
league, would have the right to ask 
the league to take up the Irish quee- 
llon. as a continual caube of iU-feel- 
iog in British and American rela- 
ttoos. It does n^t follgiw naoeaaarMy 
that Oreat BrlUl» would be bound 
to accept' any solntfim propooed by 
the league. On the contrary, the 
British Oovemment would have a 
veto power, JuU as the United States 
would have the veto power In simi- 
lar '^circumstances. All that the 
league could undertake to do would 
be to provide what our President 
rightly calls 'a forum' In which Ire- 
land's decision would have to reat 
with the British Oovemmont. which 
of oonrae would bo subjaot to the en 
lightSDsd oploion of mankind. 

"The Irlett have been curiously 
bitad to their own beet intereata^ln 
antagoniclng the USague of Nationa. 
Not only does Article XI. provide the 
only means by which lr«'lan<i's ca«e 
can ever get world public oi>inion 
and (lecieloa. but Article X. provides 
the only means by which Irleh In 
(lH|)en(l('iH'i' could ever l>e guaranteed 
In case IL was granted; yet the Irlah 
are fighting the league because terri- 
torial integrity te protected against 
astismal aggreaaion, but wSio.is 
likely»to come to the reaeno of ire- 
laad by for^ and arms which wouU 
cause the league to direct Its force 
and arms to the protection of Great 
Britain. No one h<ia ilone it In the 
last S*0 years: no one is likely to 
ilo it ill the next SOO years. Again 
.... Article XIV. and consider the 
new permanent International couA. 
If £3ngland is violating international 
law in her treatment of Ireland, abe 
may be triod herein. Again, the 
league, throngih ito disarmament pro- 
gramuM, wlpas out the only neces- 
sity argument that H i n gl a nd ever 
)i«d, the argument -that her securUy 
neoessiteted her control of Ireland 
whiah might otherwise be uasd for 
Hank attack In war. eic. De Valera 
points to this very argument when 
he saye: Is not Engl^od'a aeourlty 
provided for by Lord %rey'a Lsague 
of Nations?' > /' 

"If the cause of Irelaad agotaet 
England should be brons&t botora 
the League of Natlone Bnglaod 
would iMute to .adopt one of tour 
oases; firat, «o vlaad not guilty and 
flghit the whole qnaatton; second, to 
pl€«d by w*8y of confession and 
avoidance, sotting up her necessities 
for defeu.He: ttiird, pJeas to the juris- 
diction of the court that theilrlah 
question in a domestic matter, and, 
Hourtti iH slieot. The third i« the 
plea that i« feared and yet Engllah 
publiciets and KngMsh editora ha«e 
been considering for the last two 
months th^e Hivi-.;iHUty of turning 
the matter v.diiui.irHy over to the 
League of Naf.iunu

J., pro- 
fessor of ethlM in Boaton College, 
addreeeed lately 1,100 teachers of 
the Boaton acbools, attacking the 
"open Ohop" campaign of certain em- 
ployoraT aoMMlatlona In «he United 
Statas. The "open ebop" ttght te 
growing in intenetty 0»d wtarnfaffi 
have ibeen repeatedly gtveo out that 
the coming winter wiP eee more and 
more attempts by empJoyers to re- 
ject collective bargaining. Pa,tJier 
Oorrigan said "capital's declaration 
of war upon labor under the guise 
of a campaign for the 'open shop' 
bao come at a most unfortunate 
time, and.Vm have dtiaastn>us con- 
sequences unless checked «t <«oe. 
Backed by the triple alUanoe of wla- 
tsr, iadoatrtal AmUtmioa end ua- 
empioyment, tiie 'open shop' cam- 
paign may have « temporary success, 
but In tlie long run, which may be 
very soon, the counter-offensive of 
radical forces which have been re- 
cruited by the fatal «nd futile 
cour.se of reaction will ftw<>ep away 
the last vesiigew of indu.sirial p<>^ic<' 
and bring about far-reaching 
economdc changes ttwt may not be 
altogetlier to the liking of our tinaa- 
ctel and indnatctel intereate." 

In apMe of what te goiog on in 
Europe, many Am«rlcaa ^employera 
have not yet realized thaic reaction 
makes revolutton. Protesting that 
hoy are not opi>o«ing oolIe<'tlve bar- 
gaining, the "o|>en »lu)p" cam|>aign- 
rs are using the spe<'-iouM plea of 
fr«fdom for tJie individual worker. 
In reality, however, they are tigbt- 
Ing labor unlone, colieotive bwiOia- 
ing, the unag w»«o, tbait dosm of 
indepandeaao of Olio irorkers otsate- 
ablo by Habor unions end Ufe whole 
tabor movement. The Stibops' pro- 
gramme of sodal rsconatructlon lays 
that "it is to be Ipped that the 
right of labor to ofgnnlro and to 
deal with employers through chotien 
representatlveH will never again be 
called into (iue«tion." Pope l/eo 
years before emphasized the right of 
labor to organise and tbe great ben- 
efit to be obtained from tt. The re- 
cent paatoiml tatter ot tflie Amefdcan 
Uemrohy oi^lsd attaaMon to "tlia 
light of tlie workers to foster and 
maintain tbe kind of prgatdaatkm 
that is neoaaaary and that wiU'be 
moat effective ia aaearing tbeiir wel- 
fare." 

Dr. John A. Ryan In a recent 
pamphlet of the NaUonaJ Catholic 
Welfare CJouncil on Capital and La- 
bor, while advocating shop commit 
teea and profit sitaring, declares that 
"as oompu.r«d with capital, labor has 
always been tiM weaker pa^ty in ae- 
gotiations ajmut waces and other 
conditions ot employment. To ob 
In a ipoaltion of approximately 
equal bargaining power, laborers 
muat act aa a body, and the Individ 
uals who represent then) in the bur- 
ga/lning process must be the most 
effecUve that they can find. Such 
represenlativee are generadly the of 
fleers of the unlona." There is grave 
danger that the "opaa Obop" cam- 
paign may preoipHate mUlsspraad ta- 
dnetrtal warfare. Many emplojFes 
have /teamed for the tirat time the 
ativngtdi of uoioaa and tkey will not 
give up without a atruggle. "Our 
preeent economdc lite," eald Father 
Corrigan. "Is in procf>s,s of flux. Re- 
actionary toroes ere btrlviug to re- 
gtraJn it wUhln tbe old forms and 
molds, but it were as well to try lo 
push back Niagara." ,

Capt^ Frank A. Bundoehn addrees- 
sd tbe members of DiriBlon 4, An- 
cient Order of Hlbemians, in Bor- 
trand Hall on Monday evening, tell- 
ing of his experiences oversess as 
K. of O. Secretary and his views on 
the T^eague of Nations. Capt 
Bundechu's address waa replete with 
many thrilling and pathetic incidents 
of the great war and he told of hie 
peraenal contact eiih tbe Csmoaa 
Irish regiment, the nghttag Sixty- 
ninth, of New York, and their heroic 
chaplain, Rer. Fatlter Dnffy. Of the 
four in the speaker's family two boys 
w<ere in the eervice. while Mrs. 
BandsOhu was engaged In canteen 
work at Knoxvllle. and Capt. Bunde- 
chu said he believed that their ser- 
vice and work entitled them to 
speak on the merUe or demerits of 
the proposed Leagne of Nations and 
that they wsfe alt heartily la favor 
of any measnre that would prevent 
a recurrence ot tbe horroie ,of the 
reeent wsr. At tbe close of hie ad- 
drees he was given on oration by 
hli hearers and a rising vote of
